Gas Obmpany (Limited) are as " wise

Burners of their ootnmodity half way, 
The Victoria Gas Company was 
formod in 1861, at a, timo when ocal 
oil cost $2 50 per gallon. In 
their charter tho maximum rat^ of 
87 5U per one thousand feet was fixed 
by the Lef,n>l.iture, and that rate tho 
Compiin}' have charged through belli 
hard times and flusli over since. Tho 
onstof the worksand plant was §82 000. 
Upon this uinuunt llie J)irt'clorti claim 
thoy cow reiilizo only inodera'o iii- 
torest. Whai- iiitorc.-iL was riiulizod in 
times piiht '8 iiol f;i:i)or:illy Icnown , 
but wo havo rea-oii to boliovu that It 
was cciiHMk'nibiy hifriier lliixii at 
present, owing to llio much larf^or 
number of conhuniurs. it in the bri-k 
days from '02 to 'Go largo profits 
'were rooliz'-d, thoy wcro not bo- 
- igrndged. Money was euHy, and noirly 
ovory onierfirido in the C jlony wes 
yielding a handgorao return. -Birsidos, 
when the Company bogan to lay 
their mains, coal oil was sold at $2 50

Burner will save from three to six bits 
on each one or two thousand loot burn- 
ed by him weekly ; while tho mnall 
consumoi", who is tcarcoly abio to pa}' 
oven tho lowest possiblo rate, to pro- 
cure a reduction mint inoroaio the 
quantity he now burns. 15y cxamplti: 
The conauinor now burning ■'J l or i}3 
worth of g!i8 per wock, must iiieruasi) 
the quantity to S7 50 in order to 
insure a reduction ol three bits on 
tho larger aiiiuuiit! JS'ow, wo d ) no: 
want to bo undormood aa wishing to 
dictate to any man or company ol 
men as to tho manner in which they 
Bball bonduob thoir business; but, wo do 
take tho liberty of advising the Com- 
pany to consent, as a matter of policy, 
to a considerable reduction on the 
prcHunt rato.

The Streets of Victoria 



Editors Colonist : — ^It is suprising 
tliu number of indignities we bave to put 
up with wben our circumataDcea are on 
the decline; in nothing has this been more 
strikingly exemplified then in the liber* 
ties that arc now taken with the Btreeta 
of onr city. One party pours forth into 
them the vilest compound of liquid matter 
lioisoniiig the air all around, another 
tiii'iis a flock of geese to perambulate, 
soiiiu .'•oiiil pigs, otliei's contribute cows, 
fjisl night my sleep wa.s disturbed by 
lior.sea inislakiiig the woodDii footpath for 
the road, and making the house vibrate 
with tho shock. At what time it is that 
th'i cli'iiliiinl walks around I cannot say, 
lor 1 kccji early hour,?. It really requires 
now soiii,' knowledge of the geography of 
our town to steer clear o( odious exhala- 
tions, so persona in their right sensea 
(^oiiig from L'orl street to the wharf would 
lari ly lie so indiscreet as to walk more 
tban once on that side of Fort street com- 
nSWoing from Roper & Oo.'s old esiab- 
lishnieut, across Governmmt street and 
down-past Elliott's auction rooms. Aa to 
tho geese that wander round, the thought 
that they are /atlening themselves for onr

EnrroK Colonist: — I mentioned in my 
letter to yea that there ore three Greek or 
Russian Cburcbes here ; but I forgot to tell 
you about their bells. Each Church has 
three or four bells, but tho Cathedral baa a 
peal of six bells — some of them largo once — 
of the sweetcBt tone. They ore, I believe, 
equal to tho renowned Shandon bells, and 
are rung three times during divine ^ervioo. 
Tboy give oht a merry peal pleasant to bear 
at the begining of the service, before reading 
the gospel and before showing the saored 
elements (bread and wlae) to the people. 
Daring the evening service, which begins oo 
Friday et 6 o'clock, a largo Bible is brought 
out of the sanctuary by one of the priests and 
left on a aland, wben tbo whole congregation 
go to it and kiss it with the groatu.st vonoru- 
tion. Tho men kiss tho book before the 
women. Children aro lilted up by I heir 
praenta to kisa the holy book, and about that 
timo tho bells are again rung, and tho peals 
oan be beard for many miles on sea aod 
land around New Archangel. The fiaesians 
bave a great many holidays in their Oburch 
(one every week, I believe, since I have been 
here,) wben ail woik is euspended aud divine 
setvica held the same as on Sunday. 

Tbo leather money is so annoyiog that I 
sometimes make mistakes. 'Ptio piocc? d 
leather, when they got dirty, look so much 
alike, although of different value (from two 
cent pieces away up to 85 pieces,) iliut tln-y 
make my head auho and puzzlt: mu often t > 
make things right. I sold to a Kus.sijn a few 
miDutus ago some goods for S3 and bo puld 
me 150 pieces of loaiLer — two cent pieces; 
and DOW t^ is m meut I om alter taking in 
ainoug other dirty lealber money, a two 
cent piece for one rouble (20 cents j. 

There is a fresh water lake at the back of 
the town. There ia also soma level land 
aioaod it — say 2,000 aeres or mora— that 
could be made into excellent gardens, and 
by being manured and attended to, all kinds 
ot vegetables ooald be raised. Along with the 
vegetables mentioned in a former letter 
they grow also turnips, onions, radishes, cai<> 
rjts parsnips. 

The Russian clergy seem to nie to bti qniic 
OQgy-going sort of men, not, I believe, viry 
anxious about spreading the doirtnn of ihei r 
Church. The are all (four in nainbcr) mar- 
ried and bave (ribes of children. -They are 
like tha Fatriarob Jacob (he bad twelve sons 
and' I don't know bow many duaghtersj in 
that respect. About the year 18U1 th« 
Russian Company oommeneed to build their 
fort and trading post here. I have con- 
versed with some Russians who speak some 
English. Tney loll me they have lived here 
nearly fifty yeors, and they oppear to bf 
strong, healthy men jet. The I'eooli' — 
RusBianf, Finns and Qermnns, from all I ca'i 
learn, are much rejoiced at becoming Ameri- 
can citizens. 

There is hero tho most Irightfully hiile lO-- 
racfl of pigs that ever made a man aHliaim'il 
to own bimsolf a bacon ealor. They are llie 
very ghosts of swine, consisting of bones ami 
bristles. Their baoks are long, their ribs nro 
long, and tbeir beads and noses are hideously 
long. Tbesi brntes prowl about the streets 
and glare at strangers whb their starved eyes 
as ihnagh doubling tbemselTea wheiher by 
some little operation they might not become 
beaalB of proy. 

A few days ago the Lincoln orrivod. 
Business is much hetinr. Some coin Is in 
circulation. Town lots have gone up several 
hundred dollars and no more lots aro to hi' 
pre-empted. Parties who came hure iii 
schooners nrc talking of jumping IoI.h. 'I'iiey 
believe might is right. Those wlio rcconlol 
lots and lelt will have thera jumped. 1 am 
afraid there will be some blood spilled obuut 
those same lots. 

From all I can learn from Russiann ami 
Indians Ibe country is iinnieiisoly rich in 
gold, copper and coal. The seprn to think 
that as soon ns tho territory i.-f prospectoii 
there will bo groat diggings discovered on 
Copper River ; but Ibe Indians ore very bad 
there. Tbey kill of tba Russians whenever 
they go there, and in consequence not muub 
mining has been done. Anon

TEnniKro EiNcouNTHu.— Tho Montana Foil 
of the 17tb insi., relates the following: 

From Mr Goldsohmidi, of the volonteerp, 
we have an aeoount of one of the most ler- 
riflo encounters on record. Not with Indians, 
but with one of their rivals, a Ciiinainon 
bear. It appears that a ,=conlirig parly of trii 
men from (iaplain Camphull's eompaiiy had 
reached Boulder creek, fidy miles below Ihc 
camp of the militia, and were camped for the 
night. A party of three or four started out 
for a bear hunt, 'aign' having been discovered 
in tho vicinity. About 150 yards from the 
camp thoy succeeded in killing a line 15ri)in 
A portion of Ibo pnrly aloppod to dre^.s him, 
rmt tho Orderly .Sergeant (nainu nnknown) 
pushed on, and in a conpln of hundred ynrdii 
further raised another lingo bear, wei.'liini; 
about 750 pounds. The Sejgeant fired \m 
'Henry' twico, wounding him severely, being 
only a few paces distant. The third at'cmiit 
hirt gun missed fire, when tho bear imide for 
him, and belore tho .Sergeant oonltl draw h\n 
ravolver, rai.'<Bd oo bis hind legs and lackleil 
liim. The light was now for lila, 'I'hu grij) 
ol Uruiu was so nQeolionnto lliat tin' 
rgeont could not draw hi.n revolver, but 
plunging bis band into hia mouih he 
C8U,5ht him hy the Inncno and held 
bis grip I The bear mnililened by tlio elf^cls 
ol his wounds, used his claws lorrilieally, anil 
while munching the band in his moutli, 'ore 
with bis sharp claws the soalp-ofi' the an- 
lucky Sergeant until it hung in tatters about 
his ears. But the Sert'eaiii was plunk per 
sonified and noiuully succueded in throwing 
Bruin ('qiarely three twnes — to ho iniitanlly 
turned and regain his feet. 'Ibia eneonnStr 
asted several minutes. His por.irades hear- 
ing the sh.its started in lhal direction and on 
getting sight of Ibo enooanter ran as rapidly 
us possible to bis assistanoc. One of them, a 
mere boy, reached them ju«l aa ibi> Sergeant 
was getting tho advuningu and was drawing 
bis rivolver with his liee hand. Pb cing hU 
gun BguiuBi Bruin's bead, ha rave bini the 
contents. Bruin lot go Ihe hand, fearlolly 
lacerated, aud seizing Ihe muzzle of the gun 
chewed it up like paper, btiii,hi^,bpur bad 
oome and he rolled over into ihe arms ol 
deatbi Tho tierueant roiurned to onnip, and 
mounted bis horee and with one eoinpanioii 
rode all night, reaching ibo YellowHtone 
camp in the morning. Hero iho suigeni 
sewed on bis scalp, which had been liungmy 
loo^o all that long night ridd, dressed the 
mangled hands, and the brave fellow is gut- 
ting along handsomely,

Barbarism iu Africa— Horrible Batch- 
eries by African King. 

The London >S7(»' of July 13th says; 
The last mail which arrived at Liverpool 
from tho west coast of Africa brought 
loiters from Benin containing accouuts of 
a fearful tragedy that was perpetrated at 
that placo on the 25th of May lust, 
There is at Boiiin a king who reigns under 
tho familiar lillu of King Jerry, whoso 
slalo dress consists of a white beaver hat, 
ail iiicoiiqilete suit of Joames' livery, and 
an occasional paper collar, presented to 
him by tbetradora. His sable mojesty, 
who holds a ""stick" of authority from her 
IMiijesty,s consul Parnando Po, keeps 
a rather numerous household, iiieludiiig a 
iiuinljer of wives and a progeny in accord>- 
aiice. Several days prior to May 25th, 
Jerry becanc suspicious that one of his 
sons was more intimately connected with 
one of bis wives than the morality of King 
.Terry's court allowed. There was noth- 
ing but suspicion to arouso tho anger of 
ilie king, bnl his son. on hearing of his 
f.illier's avowal lo chastise him, fled up 
the river to a place called Illuiniiia, where 
concealed himself. Jeny I'oiiiul hiin, and 
had him brought to Benin, where he and 
the aeeii-ed wile were brought before the 
king. The hearing or palavar was very 
hrief ; a id one of iho English traders, 
who was pre.-^ent, describes the sceno as 
most h(<rril)le. The king, in great anger 
spoke to the unfirtuiiale boy and woman 
as follows : "Iliin woman he bo bad : 
him boy he bad too ; him woman and him 
boy be killed." The verdict was soon 
carried into effeet and in Ihe most barbar- 
ous inaiiiier. The comlemned couple wore 
tied to stakes, anil a batch of negroes 
ariiied with clubs eoin-nonced a murderous 
attack on tho wom.iii and boy. Tbo 
skulls were smashed in, and almost every 
bone in their body pounded to piece.f 
.\t eye witness says the seeiu; was ono of 
the ino^t horrirying he ever hidield even 
in .\tVica. '['he king however, was not 
saii^lieil with the murder of his wife and 
son. Aiiotlior wile, tho mother of the 
boy who hud just been smashed to pieces, 
was nt once seized and brought before 
Jerry, who thus addressed her. "Him 
woinaii 1)0 b.id loo ; him woman's boy 
bad ; hiiii woman be killed loo." ^v'o 
sooiii'i' saiil lliaii done. ."iho was liikoii 
down to the beach, where a stake was 
driven through her, and the body pitched 
into the Benin river. All the EJn.-opeiin 
iradeivs at Benin were horror struck ut the 
p rpetraiiou of tlie ubovo burharities.
